The Committee on the Judiciary, to which was referred the bill 
(H. R. 8163) for the relief of Hildegard Hobmeier, having considered 
the same, reports favorably thereon without amendment and recom- 
mends that the bill do pass. 


PURPOSE OF THE BILL 


The purpose of the bill is to enable the German fiancée of a United 
States citizen serviceman to enter the United States for the purpose 
of marrying the said serviceman and to thereafter reside in the 
United States. 

STATEMENT OF FACTS 


The beneficiary of the bill is a native and citizen of Germany who 
is engaged to Sgt. Melvin C. Fehnel, a United States citizen service- 
man presently stationed at the New Cumberland General Depot, 
New Cumberland, Pa. Sergeant Fehnel had applied for permission 
to marry the beneficiary of the bill while he was in Germany but 
was returned to the States before his application could be processed. 

Congressman Francis E. Walter, the author of the bill, appeared 
before a subcommittee of the Committee on the Judiciary of the 
House of Representatives and made the following statement: 

Sgt. Melvin C. Fehnel is a native of Northampton, Pa. He served in Germany 
from July 1948 until January 1952, and 9 months before his transfer back to the 
United States he filed an application with his superior officers requesting that 
he be permitted to marry Hildegard Hobmeier, of Munich, Germany, the bene- 
ficiary of this bill. . 

Before his petition was granted, Sergeant Fehnel received orders to return to 
the United States and has subsequently volunteered for an additional tour of 
duty in Germany. His request has not yet been granted. 
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At the present time Sergeant Fehnel is stationed at the New Cumberland 
General Depot, New Cumberland, Pa., and desires to marry his fiancée as soon 
as she is admitted into the United States. 

Before introducing this legislation, I requested Sergeant Fehnel to submit 
certain letters and affidavits attesting to the good moral character of himself 
and his fiancée, as well as the consent of his parents to the proposed marriage, 
which have been submitted to the committee.
